stroy the nation. There is no middle ground. 

The vast majority of the tragedies of life are 
indeed due to the lack of a little money, and 
the unspeakable miseries which are kept under 
cover. are, most of them, due to the same cause. 
An empty stomach is not a source of ethical life; 
if theft and murder come out of it we cannot say 
that anything unnatural has happened. And when 
a man struggles desperately against adverse busi- 
ness conditions to keep his family supplied with 
the comforts of life and educate his children, he 
can’ not be expected always to cling to idealistic 
purposes. He is beset with temptations to mean- 
hess and questionable means of getting money.® As 
a character-wrecker, a system of monopoly can 
not be surpassed. And when character can not 
be claimed for the breeders, workers and fight- 
‘ers of a nation, what becomes of its vigor? 

In one of his speeches in the West President 
faft doubted whether an effective conservation

If a great nation is ever unable lawfully to save 


itself from destruction it wil] have to fall back

CONGRESS AND PROHIBITION LAWS. 

Attorney-Genera] Wickersham’s reply to Gov. 
Haskell of Oklahoma, who requested that addi- 
tional restrictions " placed upon interstate com- 
merce as applied to shipments of liqudrs, is a re- 
view of the law bearing on the subject and a con- 
clusion that Congress alone can provide further 
limitations. 

One complaint was that the cht ities accepts 
the Federal revenue tax from liquor dealers in 
prohibition states. This, Mr. Wickersham points 
out, does not “give those who pay them authority 
to engage in the manufacture or sale of articles 
upon which they are collected in any state which 
lawfully forbids manufacture and sale.” The Gov-

More newspapers are read than ever before. If the 
public has no confidence in newspapers, why does 
it @ad them in such vast. numbers? The average 
American is not the sort of a person who wastes his 
time on things in which he has no confidence. 

We have observed that the shrewd, practica] gen- 
tlemén who manage the great corporations are ambi- 
tious to influence newspapers. They must believe 
that the public has confidence in what it reads in 
newspapers or they would not be so eager to contro! 
newspapers. 

‘What fis commonly spoken of as a decline of news- 
paper influence is in reality only a change In news- 
paper influence. Few men are obliged te rely upon 
a single newspaper. They draw information and 
opinions—not from one source, but from two, or three 
or four sources, and their own opinion fg the resuit- 
ant. This is having the excellent effect of teaching 
people to think for themselves. They aré the surer 
in consequence to detect bad advice, and the quicker 
to follow good advice. Their own opinions are clearer 
and saner and less prejudiced. 

This does not mean a decline of newspaper influ- 
ence. On the contrary it is a manifestation of the 
best kind of {nfluence that newspapers can exact.

tion Predicted by St. Louis 
Scientist. 


GAVE PANAMA SCARE 


Officials © in’ Washington 
Feared for the Safety of 
Canal. Workers. 


After scientists had searched all New 
Year’s day for a lost earthquake, whose 
tremors were first recorded between 5 
and 6 o’clock by the seismograph at 
St. Louis University, yesterday morn- 


t 


ng, a dispatch. from Mexico City at 
10 o’clock last night solved the mys- 
tery. 

An . earthquake 
rocked the Provinces 
in Yucatan, at 4:2 o'clock, 
oscillation lasting 20 seconds. 
followed by a shock of less 
at 4:50 o’clock. 


From the severity of the vibrations, 
which several times flung fhe sty)is 
from its ¢ylinder in the Weather Bu- 
reau at Washington, it is believéd that 
great damage was done, but the de- 
struction of telegraph wires and the re- 
moteness of the afflicted district has 
prevented details of the visitation from 
reaching the outside world. _ 

Feared for Pandma Safety. 

Estimates placed the upheaval about 
2000 miles southwest of Washington, 
and Weather Bureau officials were ap- 
prehensive at:first lest it occurred on 
the Isthmus of Panama, As Colon is 
2100 miles southwest of Washington 
it was believed there was some ground 
for their fears. 

The suggestion that the earthquake 
might have occurred in the Panama 
Canal zone caused considerable excite- 
ment among officials at .Washington, 
according to dispatches, 

Father Goessé of the St. Louis Uni- 
versity faculty, was startled to learn 
hat shortly after 6.o’clock yesterday 
morning the seismograph pen began 
to describe the most violent oscillations 
upon its cylinder. The tremors were. so 
severe, he. says, that he was certain a 
disaster’ as frightful as those at San 
Francisco and Messina was being re- 
corded: The vibrations continued 34 min- 
utés and 30 seconds, reaching their cli- 
max of energy at 5:10 o’clock. 

At the same time, the Weather Bureat 
seismograph at Washington was shaken 
by a quake the force of which approxi- 
mated the violence of the San Fran- 
cisco upheaval. \ 

Pen Passed Off Record. 

Willis L. Moore, chief of the Weather 
Bureau, issued the following official bril- 
letin yesterday afternoon: 

“An unusually strong earthquake at a 
moderate distance was recorded by the 
seismographs at the Weather Bureau 
this morning at 6:04 o’clock (Eastern 
time). The second preliminary tremors 
began at 6:08 o’clock and the strong mo- 
tion just three minutes later. 

“The amplitude of the oscillation was 
unusually great, causing the pen to pass 
off the record sheet in some cases. The 
origin is estimated to have been ata 
distance about 2060 miles from Wash- 
ington and probably to the south of 
southwest. The total duration of the 
record was nearly two hours.’

MISSISSIPPI’S NEW SENATOR

IS “A ICE YOUNG FELLOW” 


Col. Gordon Also Denies That He 
Was in the Plot to Assassi- 
° nate Lincoln. 


By Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—Col. James 
Gordon, who, on Tuesday, will present 
to the United States Senaté his creden- 
tials entitling him to the seat in that 
body made vacant by the death of form- 
er Senator A. J. McLaufin, declares 
President Taft is a “nice young fellow.” 

Col. Gordon called at the White House 
today to pay his respects. 

“What did I think of the President?’ 
he repeated. ‘He is a mighty nice young 
fellow. I like him. [ felt. just like put- 
tinge my hand on his shoulder and call- 
ing hirn ‘Bill.’” 

Col. Gordon does not believe there 
will be any opposition to hi# taking his 
seat, although he may be a Senator 
from the United States for only a few 
hours, for the Legislature of Mississippi 
meets Tuesday and is expected imme- 
diately to take up the matter of select- 
ing a successor to former Senator Mc¢- 
Laurin. Whether Gov. Noel’s selection 
will be endorsed by the Legislature is 
problematical. 

The report that the Federal Govern- 
ment has offered a reward of $10,000 for 
Col. Gordon for alleged complicity. in 
the assassination of President Lincoln 
was discussed by him. 

“I heard that such a reward was of- 
fered, but I now believe the rumor was 
based on the fact that a heavy reward 
was offered for an uncle of my wife, 
who was forced to flee abroad. I es- 
caped to Canada and did not open nego- 
tiations for my return home until after 
the war was over, and everybody else 
had gone home. I finally established 
my innocence of complicity in the as- 
sassination plot, and I came back to 
the United States, being about the last 
of my people to have the privilege of 
returning.”’

The states which excel it in this re- 
spect do so only because they have 
many more distilleries and produce more 
whisky, brandy and similar liquors than 
this state does. 

In the fiscal year which closed Sune 30 
1909, the Federal authorities collected in

State is divided into two districts, the 
first covering the Eastern half and in- 
cludes St. Louis. For this portibn the 
collections amounted to  §$8,012,723.96, 
chiefly due to the large breweries, to- 
bacco factories and cigar shops which 
are located here.

LONDON, Dec. 23.—The Home Secre- 


tany and the governer and medical offi- 
cer,of Winson Green Prison, Birming- 
ham, successfully defended an action 
which was brought against them in the 
King’s Bench Division by Mrs. Leigh, 
a suffragist, whose hunger strike was 
brought to an abrupt end by forcible 


feeding. 
The -jury returned their verdict with- 


out leaving the box, that Mrs. Leigh 
was not entitled to damages for as- 
sault. 

Mrs. Leigh was arested on the occa- 
sion of Mr. Asquith’s meeting in Bir- 
mingham in September, and was sen- 
tenced to two terms of three months’ 
and one month’s imprisonment, to run 
consecutively, for disorder. 

She appeared in the witness-box in a 
white coat and green Cap, with the 
“Votes for Women” -badge on the right 
lapel of her coat. She told the story of 
her arrest, and said that on the first 
day of her imprisonment she committed 
certain acts “by way of protest. si 

“T eannot take that ‘by way of pro- 
test,’’’ said the Lord Chief Justice. 
“You comitted certain acts of indiscip- 
line?’’ 

“Yes,”’ was the reply. “On entering 
the prison I entered my protest against 
undergoing criminal treatment.” 

Judge Bridles Her Tongue. 

You had better confine yourself to 
answering questions. In consequence of 
what you did were you sent to the pris- 
on punishment/cell? Yes. 

Mrs. Leigh said that she r refused her 
food, and on ‘Sept. 2% she was taken be- 
fore. the visiting justices with her 
hands pinioned behind her back. She 
was sentenced to nine days’ close con- 
finement .on bread-and-water diet, and 
to lose her marks and pay $1.25 for the 
damage she had done. 

“What damage had, you don 
Tord Chief Justice asked. 

“T had broken the windows on enter- 
ing the prison, vas the reply. 

Did you do anything afterwards? No, 
I just broke the windows on entering, 
and was ordered to pay 5 shillinga_for 
the damage.

She was forced back in the 
chair by the wardresses, and the doctor 
forced her mouth open, forming it into 
a kind of pouch, and one of the ward- 
resses poured some liquid fAnto her 
mouth with a spoon, She believed it 
was milk and brandy. She wes at the 
time tied .to the chair with a towel.

Wage Demand, Accompanie¢ 
by Walkout, Expected to. 
Bring Prompt Results. 
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Action Affects All Except One | 
of Commercial Plants 
in the City. 


Efforts will be made tomorrew to 
arrange a meeting between the repre- 
sentatives, of the striking . commercial 
engravers and a committee of the em- 
ployers looking to an early settlement 
of the difficulties which caused a walk- 
out Friday night. ~° 

All of the members of the St. Louts 
loca] of the International Photo-mn- 

avers’ Union, more than 100 men 
have struck, affecting all of the dozen 
commercial engraving companies in St. 
Louis, with the single exception of the 
Lewis company in University City. It 
is paying the scale for which the men 
are striking. 

The engravers are asking a flat scale 
of $21 a week for all engravers, line men 
and halftone men. Halftone men now 
get $21 while line men receive $18 

,. The men asked for the adoption of 
the -new scale about two weeks ago, 
and threatened to strike if their re- 
quest was not granted. Charlies J. 
Hoyer, William Hoelscher .and Henry 
Drawe, business agent, of the union, 
were appointed by President Schmali to 
regresent the men, and Lon Sanders of 
the Sanders Engraving Co., George Danz 
of the Mound City Engraving Co., and 
Frank C. Barks of the Woodward & 
Tiernan Printing Co., formed a commit- 
tee to represent the employers. 

“The controversy dragged on with in- 
numerable conferences, but no agree- 
ment,’’ H. G. Klocke of the Reliance 
Engraving Co., one of the union men, 
totd a Post-Dispatch reporter last night, 
“but the union held a meeting Friday 
night, and it was voted almost unani- 
mously that a strike be declared.” 

Lon Sanders said last night that the 
employers had not been notified of any 
strike. 

“I de not doubt that the men have 
agreed to strike,” he told a Post-Dis- 
Patch reporter, “but we have had no 
notification. 

“We made a proposition to arbitrate, 
and put it into writing. If the men 
strike in the face of that it will be some- 
thing new in my experience with unions. 

“The men asked a flat scale of $21. 
which is higher than that in any other 
city. It is*a fact that every engraving 
house in St. Louis is now paying 
premiums, that is, we are ‘paying $25 
and $22, where the scale calls for $21 
afd $18.”

BOUT midnight of May 18, 1910, the comet 

: A known as Halley’s will pass between the 
earth and our sun. This visitor from the 

starry heavens is the same comet that was seen in 
Bethlehem on Feb. 6, 4 B. C., which is the actual 
date of the birth of Christ, and not Dec. 25, 1 A. D., 
the time that is usually accepted, but which is 


-four years later than the actual date of the birth. 


The transit of Halley’s comet across the face of 
the sun will be invisible in-North and South Amer- 
ica, but will be visible in Europe, Asia, Africa 
and the western part of the Pacific Ocean. About 
11:50 p. m., or within ten minutes of midnight 
on the night of May 18, 1910, Halley’s comet will 
be at its nearest point to the earth. It will then 
be about 14,000,000 miles away, or about 57 times 
further away than the moon from the éarth, or 


‘about one-third of the distance the planet Mars 


will then be from the earth. 

The coma, or heaé of the comet, is about 1,000,- 
000 miles in diameter; or about 125,000 times larg- 
er in mass or bulk than is the total mass of our 
earth. 

The nucleus ‘or internal giowing core of the 
comet is over twenty times the size of the earth. 


The appendage or tail of the comet is over 200,- 


000,000 miles in “gy and is also enormously

Whoever makes the proposed trip in’ a power 
boat will need courage and dcring of the highest 
degree.- The entire volume of water that comes 
over the Falls, divided at points elsewhere by 
islands and rocks, here concentrates and rushes 
at an appalling speed through the great gorge 
formed by the stream. 

A sharp bend in the river drives the water — ack 
upon itself and forms a “whirlpool” from which 
the rapids take their name.

Just what character of fame will follow the 
person who successfully goes through the Whirl- 
pool Rapids in a power boat may be judged by 
that which has followed other “Niagara cranks,” 
as they are locally te-med. Chief of these, so far 
as the popular recollection goes, was Blondin, 
who walked across the Falls on a tight rope, and 
“Steve” Brodie, who went over the Falls in an 
India rubber suit, well padded, and surrounded 
by thick steel bands. More nearly like the at- 
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tempt now proposed, however, have been the sev- 
eral trips made through the Wh'rlpool Rapids: in 
barrels. 

C. D. Graham, an English cooper of Philadel- 
phia, was the first to do this. He conatructed a 
series of casks shaped like buoys, and getting 
into one ‘of them made the trip, reaching Lewis- 
ton in about 30 minutes after striking the rough 
water—a distance of about five miles. 

In 1886 George Hazlett and William Potts made 
the trip in a barrel more nearly like the common 
type than were Graham’s buoys. Graham made a 
number of trips. Miss Sadie Allen and George 
Hazlett made the trip through the Gorge in a 
barrel, and in 1901, at the time President Mc- 
Kinley visited Niagara, Martha E. Wagenfuhrer 
made the trip. Her. barrel was delayed in the 
rapids at Lewiston for some two hours.

Dancing is of very ancient 
origin, but not such dancing 
as we see today, although 
certain public performers 
nc have sought to revive 
so-called dances of religious 
significance on the stage. 

The social dances of the 
day have recently been the 
subject of a book denupn- 
ciatory in the strongest 
terms of.what it calls the 
immorality of the waltz and 
the square dances. There 
are, however, two sides to 
the question, and a very 
great number of right-think- 
ing and clean-living people 
cannot see anything but in- 
nocent amusement in the 
ballroom diversions of the 





day. 

The book in question, “Immorality of Modern 
Dances,” scores those who indulge in the dance 
in no measured terms. It cites the opinions of 
both Protestant and Catholic clergy as to the 
wickedness of indulging in round dances, which, 
they say, are lustful and debasing. Dancing is 
called the “devilizat’." of the world.” 

In the preface to thé book te writer says pas- 
tors. who do not come out strongly against dan- 
cing. are cowards. 

“Clergymen recognize the havoc caused by 
modern dancing to the souls of their flocks, but 
they seem powerless to suppress the evil. They 
know full well that many men and women who 
pose as pillars of the church are at times very 
much interested in clubs and societies which give 
dances, that to speak against dancing would cause 
them to be unpopular and would lessen their col- 
lections; and, rather than endure either the un- 
popularity or the decreased receipts, they allow 
their parishioners to dance whenever and wher- 
ever they see fit. Such pastors are cowards. They 
lack the courage of their convictions. They are 
not true shepherds, but are self-interested hire- 
lings; and no wonder that the wolf of*the Sat- 
urday night dance snatches and scatters the sheep 
which should be in their pews on Sundays, but are 
not. | 

“The upper class of the laity, Protestant and 

Catholic, are scandalized at the conduct of some 

divines, who, against the discipline of their re-. 

spective churches, uphold modern dancing.”
